AN ACT relating to the authority of the court over certain persons who committed crimes.
Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

~ Section 1. Section 903.3, Code 1983, is amended to read as follows:

903.3 WORK RELEASE. The court may direct that a prisoner sentenced to confinement
for ninety days or less; or a prisener whe hes served all but ninety days or less of his or her
sentenee; in a county jail, alternate jail facility, or community correctional residential treat-
ment facility, be released from custody during specified hours, as provided by sections 356.26
to 356.35.

Sec. 2. Section 907.6, Code 1983, is amended to read as follows:

907.6 CONDITIONS OF PROBATION —REGULATIONS. The eourt; in erdering proba-
tion; may impese any reasenable rules and eonditions whieh will Probationers are subject to
the conditions established by the judicial district department of correctional services subject
to the approval of the court, and any additional reasonable conditions which the court may im-
pose to promote rehabilitation of the defendant and or protection of the community;
ineluding. Conditions may include but are not limited to adherence to regulations generally
applicable to persons released on parole and including requiring unpaid community service as
allowed pursuant to section 907.13.
